Means Litigation, Says Deneen. 

In signing the 2 cent fare bill Gov. Deneen 
Makes a statement declaring that the law 
will result in more litigation than any law 
passed in recent years, He says:? 

“It was understood during the session of 
the general — fr that the administration 


4. and warehouse commission should take 
up the matter of redueing passenger rates. 
as it had done on freight rates. Some time 
ago a horizontal reduction of 20 per cent on 
carload lots and a reduction from 10 to 7 per 
cent on less than carload lots was made by 
the railroad and warehouse commission. 

It is generally understood that those roads 
which are in class B in Illinois cannot stand 
the reduction to2cents. In fact, it appeared 
ir. the statements made to the governor when 
the hearing was had that one of the roads 
lad not paid interest on its bonds but once 
in thirty years, and that another has had an 
increasing deficit during the last seven years, 
and that the increase by reducing the rate 
from 8 to 2 cents would amount to §70,000 
on that small road. 


Courts Must Decide. 

“The managers of these roads stated the 
roads would have to go into bankruptcy if the 
2 cent rate were allowed to become a law. 
It is thought that each road will take the case 
from the Circuit to the Supreme court of 
Illinois and then to the Supreme court of the 
United States and thus postpone the opera- 
tion of the law. ‘ 

In the event the Supreme court holds the 
reduction unreasonable and therefore in- 
Valid as to one it vitiates the law as to all. 
In the event the Supreme court holds that the 
judgment in reference to one road will not 
be a precedent as applied to other roads, the 
result will be a multiplicity of suits—likely as 
many as there are railroads in the state—in- 
volving prolonged, expensive, and uncertain 
litigation. 

“Tt ig likely that this act will result in 
more litigation than any law that has been 
passed in recent years.” 

As to Sanitary District Bill. 

In regard to the Chicago sanitary district 
bill the following statement was issued from 
the executive office late tonight: 

“Two objections were made: One that the 
tax was permitted to run for an indefinite 
time: the other that the purposes for which 
the taxes were to be expended were not ex- 
plicitly stated in the bill. 

„In answer to these objections, the sani- 
tary district trustees stated that there was 
no definite Umitation upon the time, because 
the existing obligations would not permit it. 
Second, that the things to which the taxes 
were to be applied could not be stated defi- 
nitely in the bill because the United States 
government is about to institute guit against 
the district to prevent he district+from re- 
versing the flow in the Calumet through the 
sanitary district channel, 

In the event this suit shall be decided ad- 
versely to the district, the district will be 
compelled to devise means for the disposal 
of sewuge from the Calumet region, Engle- 
wood, and Hyde Park, the cost of which has 
been estimated by the government engineers 
at $17,000,000, about $4,000,000 more than the 
sanitary district estimates for the Calumet 


cutoff.” 
Why He Signs Park Bill. 

Explaining why he signed the Chicago park 
bill, in spite of the objections of certain Chi- 
cago property owners, the governor in an- 
other statement says: 

Property owners along Michigan avenue 
north of Randolph street made objections 
that an elevated way would cause damage 
to their properties for which they could ob- 
tain no redress. They are willing, however, 
to approve a plan for a broad boulevard in 
front of their properties. The bills provide 
for either a broad boulevard or an elevated 
structure. 

“In any event these bills are merely 
enabling acts, and must be adopted by the 
people by referendum. The bills require 
that the plans for improvement, which may 
be by broader boulevard or by an elevated 
structure, must receive the approval of the 
city covneil and be submitted, in addition, 
to the voters of the Lincoln park and South 
| park districts for their approval.”

President and Party Caught in 
Deluge of Rain.

Far from Shelter. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—[{Special.}]— 
President Roosevelt made a pilgrimage to | 
Mount Vernon, the home and tomb of 
George Washington, today. It was not an 
ordinary sort of pilgrimage. Part of it was 
made by trolley car and the rest on horse- 
back, and the journey was attended by cir- 
cumstances of weather that made it par- 
ticularly interesting. Two severe thunder- 
storms caught the president and those who 
went with him, but Mr. Roosevelt did not 
mind such trifles. 

The president's companions on his Mount 
Vernon pligrimage were Mrs. Roosevelt, their 
daughter Ethel, Postmaster General George 
von L. Meyer, and Capt. Fitshugh Lee, one 
of the White house aids. 

Leaving the White house In a carriage at 
11 oclock this morning the party went to 
the Washington terminus of the Alexandria 
trolley line, opposite the postoffice depart- 
ment. Here the private car, Mount Vernon, 
was waiting. It took forty minutes to make 
the run to Alexandria, seven miles distant 
from Washington, and just half way to the 
estate of the father of this country. The 
car stopped in the extreme southeastern geo- 
tion of the historic old town, where there 
were a few people to observe the distin- 
guished visitors. Here the horses were 
waiting, and without any delay the president 
and his companions mounted and started off 
toward Mount Vernon, 


Storm Clouds Are Ignored. 

The roads were muddy, but not in bad 
shape. Ominous clouds were overhead, how- 
ever. They had been amassing for an hour 
or more; in fact, were massed and banked in 
threatening array when the presidential 
party left Washington. But the signs that 
foreboded a downpour, with thunder and 
lightning, did not deter the pilgrims. The 
route was over a road which Washington had 
often traveled in his trips to and from Alex- 
andria. Hardly a mile of the way was with- 
out some landmark associated with the man 
who lived at Mount Vernon. 

The clouds have grown blacker. They 
were low hanging clouds that shut out the 
sun and brought about the glimmers of late 
twilight. In Washington and Alexandria it 
was necessary to turn on gas and electric 
lights to obtain light enough to see plainly. 
Thunder rumbled in the distance and there 
were occasional flashes of lightning as the 
president and his companions cantered along. 


Drenched by Downpour. 

Mount Vernon was far away when the rain 
began. At first it was a gentle sprinkle, then 
the wind came, and as the low clouds raced 
by they turned loose their moisture on the 
head of the nation and those with him. There 
was no protection from the downpour. , Rac- 
ing their horses, the members of the little 
party went along as bravely as they could. 
Lightning flashed all around them and the 
thunderclaps seemed continuous. Occasion- 
al groves of trees promised shelter, but the 
danger from lightning was imminent. : 

The storm subsided as the presidential 

en valcade reached the Mount Vernon es- 
tate. Drenched, spattered with mud, and 
chilled they were chee nevertheless, and 
made the best of sorry conditions when the 
solicitous officials and employés of the Mount 
He Aes property sought to bring them com- 
fo 

The return journey was begun about 8:30 
o’clock and another drenching was their por- 
tion as they neared the old town. 

At Alexandria the private car was in wait- 
ing and the return trip to Washington was 
made quickly. The president, Mra. Roose-

There are four jobs in Chicago looking for 
each man who is out of work. Some of the 


jobs may not fit the men, but thd ratio rep- 
resents about the situation in the local labor 
market, according to statistics compiled 
from several thousand ads in last Sun- 
day's TRIBUND. 

The labor boom reduced to exact fig- 
ures shows 1,851 positions offered, 1,045 of 
which are for men and 806 for women. In 
contrast with this demand the unem- 
ployed " seeking work number only 482, or 
slightly more than 26 per cent. Of this num- 
ber 839 are men and 143 women. 

That Tun Taru statistics constitute a 
fair barometer of the industrial conditions 
is indicated by the report of Secretary Fred- 
erick W. Job of the Employers’ association, 
who said yesterday that the demand for 
labor, especially of the unskilled class, at 
the office of the association's employment 
bureau is largely in excess of the supply. 
T. A. MoCreash, fourth vice president of the 
Butcher Workmen's union, who has just com- 
pleted an investigation of labor conditions 
at the stookyards, also confirmed this. 

Mr. MoCreash asserted that at present 
there are less than a dozen: idle butchers in 
Chicago, and that unskilled laborers at the 
stockyards are receiving as high as $2a day, 
which is 40 cents more than they were paid 
before the packing house strike three years 


ago. 
Two Exceptions to the Rule. 

As reflected in Tue TRIBUNS, there are only 
two occupations in which the number of 
applicants for work exceeds the calls of em- 
ployers. Places are awaiting sixteen coach- 
men and chauffeurs, while fifty-nine persons 
are searching for employment of this class. 
The man servant” question is easily set- 
tled, because twenty-eight applicants are 
confronted with only ten positions, 

In every other occupation the demand is 
much greater than the supply. In some cases 
the difference is so large that the chances of 
finding the class of labor desired would seem 
hopeless. For instance, 446 calls for salesmen 
and solieitors are registered, With a visible 
supply, according to THz Tau columns, 
of only twenty-eight. 

Next to salesmen, bookkeepers and clerks 
have the lead in the prosperity which pre- 
vaile in the labor market. The third most 
fortunate class of workers are the men with 
trades. Machinists particularly are in de- 


mand.

EMPLOYERS FIND IT TRUE. 


KILLS MOTHER; DIRS IN FIRE 


Demented Woman Tries to Shoot 
Her Father, Also. - 


LOVE AFFAIR IS BLAMED. 


Had. Beon- Patient — 
Again Lost Reason. i 


Philomene Swinnen, an unmarried woman, 
80 years old, shot and killed her mother, 
tried to kill her father, and then set fire to 
her own clothing and was burned te death 
early this morning. 

The tragedy occurred in the kitchen of the 
Swinnen cottage at 101 Pierce avenue, just 
west of Humboldt park. 

No other person was in the little house at 
the time, and the knowledge that the deaths 
had occurred was imparted to the police by 
the father, who ran wildly: from the place 
shouting for help. 

The young woman wae demented, though 
she had been better for a year since having 
been released from Dunning. Recently she 
had exhibited renewed indications of mors 
serious mental trouble. 

Family Is Belgian. 

The father, Joseph Swinnen, is a laborer. 
The mother, Theresa, was a scrubwoman 
employed in the Manhattan biilding. The 
daughter has been keeping house, The fam- 
ily are Belgians. 

The mother’s work keeps her out until mid- 
night, and so it was that the little family 
of three was up, sitting in the kitchen at 12:30 
a. m. 

According to the excited account given te 
the police later by the father, Philomene 
suddenly got up from her chair ané ran into 
another room. She ie said to have obtained 
her father’s revolver and to have returned, 
flourishing it wildly. 

Once More a Maniac. 

A glance sufficed to tell her parents that 
the daughter was again a maniac. She gave 
them no opportunity to escape, but at once 
began firing at her mother. Subsequently it 
was found that she had fired all the cart- | 
ridges, but only one struck the victim. It en- 
tered the mother’s left temple. 

The daughter also tried to kill her father, 
who fied from the house and alarmed the 
neighborhood with his cries. 

It is believed the young woman then, alone 
in the house with her dead mother, tried to 
reload the weapon in order to kill herself. 
The revolver showed evidences of such an 
effort at reloading. 

7 Burns Herself to Death. 

Presumably finding & to reload 
the weapon, she set fire to her clothing. When 
her father returned with a policeman and 
several neighbors they found her lying dead 
on the kitchen floor, enveloped in flames. The 
fire was put out without much difficulty. 

It was said a love affair was responsible 
for the young woman's having been sent to 
Dunning more than a year ago. She was 
discharged, and it was believed that she had 
regained her sanity. It is belleveq the father 
and motner Were sitting in the kitchen dis- 
cussing the girl's sorrows and trying to 
console her when the tragedy occurred. The 
two dead women were fully dressed, as was 
the father.

Appropriations for running expenses of nearly all departments have been arbt- 
trarily reduced below known requirements to force an apparent balance between 
resources and expenditures, with no apparent thought of deficits to occur before 
the end of the fiscal year, In the face of inadequate income, the board's: ‘pay roll 
has been heavily increased and expenditures have been undertaken for bulldings 
and playgrounds much in excess of apropriations. And your honorable body, al- 
though repeatedly requesting it through your committee on schools, has been un- 
able to secure from the board of education any financial statement that would en- 
able your honorable body to act intelligently upon said board's requisitions.

I shall not advance, at this time, as a further reason for these removals, any 
recital of the outrageous manner in which the schools have been debauched to serve 
partisan ends.

In presenting my report on these removals, preparatory to appointing new mem- 
bers of the board of education, I desire to say that I have no favored plan to pro- 
pose and no personal or partisan purpose to be served by the reorganized board. 
In pursuance of my duty to the people, as mayor of Chicago, I simply desire to 
secure a board of education to which management of the schools can be intrusted, 
with full confidence that the business affairs of the board will pe ‘put on a sound 
basis and that the schools will be conducted in a settled and orderly manner for the 
best interests of the children, without interference from outside influences. 
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the ground that the city executive, under 
the powers given him under the cities and 
Villages act, has the right to oust officers of 
the municipal government whom he has the 
power to appoint.

Ousted Eight Choose Windes. 

Judge Windes had been selected by Attor- 
ney Garnett and the ousted octet as the 
judge who would be most likely to favor their 
contention. In his strenuous éfforts to get the 
suit into Judge Windes’ court, Attorney Ger- 
nett had made charges of juggling the cases 
against Joseph E.. Bidwill Jr., clerk of the 
court, and his chief assistant, Louis Hutt. He 
made known his suspicions to Judge Windes 
when it was discovered that the case had been 
put on the calendar of Judge Honoré, Judge 
Windes investigated and found nothing ir- 
regular had been done and that the case had 
been put on Judge Honoré’s calendar as a re- 
sult of miscalculation on the part of Attor- 
ney Garnett. While Mr. Garnett was rais- 
ing his cry of fraud the long hairs began to 
foregather in the courtroom and before he 
concluded the outcry the courtroom was 
packed. 

Margaret Haley was one of the first spec- 
tators to arrive. It was her last stand. She 
was followed by Trustees Sonsteby, Mills, 
Robins, and Guerin, a number of teachers, 
board employés, a score of attorneys repre- 
| penting the different interests, and a number 
of the bulwarks of the retorm and single tax 
movements. After Judge Windes had cleared 
the clerks of the charges made against them 
the whole crowd proceeded to Judge Honoré’s 
court. There Attorney Garnett said he had 
learned that Judge Honoré had expressed an 
opinion as to the merits of the case. Judge 
Honoré said he really would prefer not to 
hear the case, and so the throng filed back 
into Judge Windes courtroom, 


Migs Haley and Followers Beaming. 
Miss Haley and all the deposed trustees 
were beaming as they reéntered Judge Win- 
des’ courtroom. They felt victory was cer- 
tain. After a brief skirmish between Attor- 
ney Garnett and Attorney Atwood, repre- 
senting Secretary Larson and Senator Gard- 
ner, Attorney Garnett announced that his 
argument would occupy an hour and a half. 
Then he began speaking. Among other 
things he said Mayor Busse had no more 
right to remove the school trustees than to 
remove the governor of IIIinois or Judge 
Windes himself. He then volunteered the

Matter for Court of Law. 

“ But if I am wrong in my conclusion and 
the mayor has no power under that act to re- 
move school trustees, the real question to be 
tried here ts the title to the office of the mem- 
bers of the board. The general rule alwaye 
is; when the question of title to a public office 
is to be tried, it must be tried at law and not 
in a court of equity. 

There is no allegation in this bill from 
which it can be sal@ that the property and 
funds committed to the board of education are 
in peril by virtue of the proposed act of the 
mayor unless that can be inferred from the 
claima of the counsel that the mayor has no 
power and that his appointees to office will 
take charge of this trust fund and squander 
it. Before they could do that, however, they 
must have the approval of the mayor; the 
city clerk, and, in many cases, the city coun- 
eil. 8o, I do not think, in the face of this 
bill, it can be held that the trust property is 
in peril except by inference. No court of 
chancery should ever use the extraordinary 
means of a writ of injunction unless shown 
that some property interest ls imperiled, - 


Should Not Interfere. 

**T think a court of chancery should be ex- 
ceedingly careful about interfering with 
another branch of the government. The city 
schools. of Chicago, in the estimation of this 
court, are the most important part of the 
city government, and there should be a 
clear case before the court should in any way 
interfere in their gement, and for that 
reason for the present at least I decline to 
grant the prayer in this bill.“ 

Judge Windes’ decision wag construed as 
leaving no legal avenue of redress open to 
the deposed trustees except through quo war- 
ranto proceedings. It was said by Attorney 
Garnett that quo warranto proceedings may 
be begun after the new board members take 
their seats tomorrow night. 

“Although the court may not care to inter- 
tere with the mayor,“ declared Attorney 
Garnett, he may not hesitate to interfere 
with thenew board members. This fight has 
just begun.“

Six of the survivors of the old board of

Mrs. Blaine said they met to talk over the 
situation and not to organize or to parcel 
out offices or anything like that. As to the 
ousted members of the board, there was eon- 
siderable talk. 

We are not taking their side,“ said one of 
the conservatives after the meeting. and 
we are not against them. We are just wait- 
ing to see what the law decides.” 

What we want tomorrow night is‘a dig- 
nified meeting for a change,“ declared one 
of the unremoved, and if. there is anything 
undignified in the meeting it must come from 
the ousted eight.“ 


Another Caucus to. Be Held.

Otto C. Schneider, 356 La Salle avenue, was 
appointed school trustee by Mayor Swift in 
1805, and served with credit until 1808. He 
formerly was president of the Germania club, 
and is a recognized leader of the north side 
German-American republicans. He was 
president of the August Beck Tobacco com- 
pany until 1899, when he disposed of his in- 
terest to the American Tobacco company 
and retired from active business. He was 
born in Kusel, Germany, in 1856, and came 
to Ohicago in 1870. He conducted a drug 
store at Clark and Van Buren streets from 
1877 until 1883, when he entered the firm of 
August Beck & Co. In 1890 he was appointed 
a Lincoln park commissioner by Gov.

PATRONS HAK NEW LINE IS 
FAVORED BY COMPANY. 


Those Living North of Belmont Ave- 
mue on Northwestern Road Com- 
plain They Have Been Sacrificed 
to Permit Better Service on Ra- 
venswood Branch, Which Has Ex- 
press Trains All Day—Employe De- 
mies Facilities Have Been Curtailéd 


Patrons of the Northwestern elevated rail- 
road who live north of Belmont avenue com- 
plain that the Wilson avenue end of the line 
has been sacrificed to give Ravenswood Park 
residents a good start in elevated service. 

Yesterday three citizens called to tell Tum 
TRIBUNE of their trials since the Ravenswood 
branch of the Northwestern elevated road 
began operation. 

They have cut down the express trains 
for the sake of giving Ravenswood people an 
ideal example of fast transportation,“ said 
one. Almost every one bound for any sta- 
tion on the main line the other side of Bel- 
mont avenue, the beginning of the Ravens- 
wood branch, must get off at Belmont or wait 
for a train on the loop. Everything is 
* Ravenswood or bust’ now. 


Waits Eight Minutes for Train. 

“I thought I would beat the schedule by 
taking a Ravenswood express through to 
Belmont and catch a local from there te 
Grace street station,“ complained dnother. 
“I got off at Belmont. Express after ex- 
press train went past.. I had to wait eight 
minutes to get a local train. I figure that, to 
make room for the innumerable Ravenswood 
trains, they hive cut down the Wilson avenue 
local trains. 

The chief clerk in Superintendent of Trans- 
portation C. B. McNamee’s office, at the 
Wilson avenue terminus, denied the service 
has been cut to any great extent. 

“Since the Ravenswood branch opened 
we have taken off three express trains and 
four or five local trains from Wilson avenue 
each day.“ he sald. The Wilson avenue 
end is given practically the same if not bet- 
ter service—that is, more trains—than the 
Ravenswood branch. If there is any com- 
plaint, it must be due solely to the fact that 
people have not become acquainted with the 
cuange.’ 

Express Trains All Day. 

The schedule shows that between 3:44 p. m. 
and 6:56 p. m. Wilson avenue express trains 
leave the loop every two to five minutes, 
Ravenswood express trains run all day from 
four to six minutes apart. 

The general complaint of those who patron- 
ize the main line north of Belmont avenue is 
that Ravenswood is given expréss trains all 
day, while the Wileon avenue end gets them 
only morning and night.

NEW Sheer BE BUILT. 


Backers Want Development Hur- 
ried to Determine Paying 
Qualities. 


Important changes in plans for developing 
business of the Illinois Tunnel company, in- 
volving the retirement of President Albert 
G. Wheeler, are to be brought about within a 
short time, according to information that be- 
came known yesterday. 

While the work of connecting the tunnels 
with downtown office and stores 
and with outlying railway freight terminals 
is being pushed as rapidly as possible, a cam- 
pagn to obtain business on a large scale will 
be launched under Mr. Wheeler’s successor. 
Backers of the enterprise have signified their 
desire to see the tunnel service in full opera- 
tion so soon as possible, so that it may be 
determined whether the project. is entirely 
feasible and a paying investment. 

One sign of the change in plans is the 
abandonment, for the time being at least, of 
the intention of building an immense storage 
warehouse at Twelfth street and the river, 


Want Economical Man at Head. 

Nothing definite is forthcoming as to the 
date of the retirement of the president. Mr. 
Wheeler ig in New York, where he has been 
for the last month on business connected with 
the subway. It is authoritatively said that 
his retirement is definitely arranged. Mr. 
Wheeler has been wonderfully: successful in 
financing the enterprise, but with the com- 
pany out of the “ promotional” stage it is 
the intention of eastern interests now in con- 
trol to place at its head a distinctly com- 
mercial man whose Chicago connections will 
assure the development of business on a 
large scale. 

Future plans of the company were mapped 
out at a conference between representatives 
of E. H. Harriman, J. Ogden Armour, and 
the other eastern and Chicago interests which 
compose the holding concern, the Chicago 
Subway company. Harriman was satisfied, 
it is stated, with eatimates of further ex- 
penditures that will be necessary before the 
tunnels begin to show a profit. 


Biggest Business Hauling Mails. 


Naturally, the enterprise, on account of its 
immense proportions, is not making a profit, 
and will not for several years. But it ap- 
pears that so far the operation of the exist- 
ing service has been such that fixed charges 
have not been met. 

The principal business of the tunnels at 
present is the transportation of mails under 
a government contract. Alrhost 1,000 trains, 
carrying 35,000 packages of mail, are oper- 
ated daily between the postoffice and railway 
stations. 

Supt. Collins said the company was just 
about paying expenses on the government 
contract, but is confident of showing a profit 
within a short time. 

The tunnels are connected with a dozen 
downtown stores and office buildings. Con- 
nections with half a dozen more are being 
constructed. Negotiations with wholesale 
grocers and commission men are in progress, 


Work for Big Retail Stores. 


The bulk of the present business outside of 
mails consists of trunsporting mer- 
chandise for Marshall Fieli & Co. Seventy- 
five carloads a day are hauled between the. 
retail store and the west side warehouse. | 
Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co, have excavated 
a subbasement to reach the tunnel level, and 
expect to be transporting merchandise within 
a short time. Ashes and tefuse are being 
hauled from their retail store and from the 
Majestic Theater building. 

Connections have been completed with 
freight depots of nearly all western railways, 
but little transportation is done, for the rea- 
son, Mr. Collins said, that there roads occ u- 
py the same territory and the bulk of freight 
interchanged does not come to Chicago. 

There appear to be a good many objections 
to thé small size of the borcs. Some trans- 
portation authorities express fears that the 
expectation of a tremendous business will not 
be fulfilled. 

Sees Abundance of Business. 

“There will be plenty of merchandise 
that we can transport,“ said Mr. Collins.

The German gunboat Iltis, reinforced by 
twenty marines from the gunboat Tsingtau, 
has left Hongkong for Pakhol, and it is ex- 
pected that a British gunboat will alep be 
gent to that port.

RAILROAD PASSENGER RATES. 
Last week one of the officers of the 
Illinois Central told Gov. Deneen that the 
average rate per passenger per mile on 
that road was only 2.142 cents. He said 
that if 2 cents were made the maximum 
rate the average rate would be forced 
dowd in some unexplained way to 1.75 
cents a mile, a rate at which the road 
would lose money. 

If, as is alleged, 1.75 cents a mile is a 
highly unprofitable rate, it is singular that 
last week the Illinois Central should have 
announced to the citizens of Springfield 
that it Wag willing to take them to Chi- 
cago on Saturday, let them spend Sunday 
there, and Jigul them back on Monday for 
$3. .The distance to Springfield is 193 
miles, so the people who accepted the invi- 
tation of the railroad got a ride of 386 
miles, for which they paid only $3. ‘They 
were carried at‘a rate of a little over 
three-fourths,of a cent per mile.

While Prince Louis of Italy, duke of the 
Abruzzi, is in this country, those who are 
brought into contact with him will have the 
opportunity of seeing one of the most re- 
markable orders of knighthood in Europe, 
which he wears both with his uniform and 
in evening dress, and on all ceremonial oc- 
casions. It is the Italian counterpart of the 
English Order of the Garter, is known by the 
name of the “ Annunciation,” and wus 
founded by that Count Amadeus of Savoy 
who was created first duke of Savoy by 
Emperor Sigismund, and who reigned for 
a number of years as pope under the title of 
Felix V. ; 

The order, which is restricted to sovereigns, 
and to a few royal pétsonages, and to not 
more than half a dozen statesmen and sol- 
diers of the highest rank in Italy, carries with 
it all sorts of prerogatives and privileges, in- 
cluding the honorary status of cousinghip to 
the king and queen, a distinction which 
extends to the wives of the knights of the 
order; and at state functions the knights are 
grouped immediately around the king, onthe 
steps of the throne, while their wives have 
special benches assigned to them, which 
none is allowed to share save the foreign am- 
bassadresses.

The Insignia of the order consists of a 
badge, upon which is represented a picture 
of the annuncitation of the virgin by the Arch- 
angel Gabriel, and it is hung round the neck, 
not by a ribbon, but by a small chain of 
gold. The badge, as well as the star which 
is worn in connection therewith on the left 
breast, bear on them the curious word 
fert.“ the meaning and origin of which 
were a matter of no end of speculation, even 
to the most learned antiquarians and his- 
torians, until the mystery was set at rest 
only a few years ago by the discovery of a 


medal issued to commemorate the marriage. 


of Duke Charles Emmanuel of Savoy to 


Princess Catherine of Spain in the year 4, 


I believe this is to be the only case on rec- 
ord where for several hundred years a reign- 
ing house has used on its armorial bearings 
as its heraldic motto, and as the motto of its 
principal order of knighthood, a word of 
the meaning of which it was ignorant. Until 
the solution of the mystery, in 1899, the most 
popular and ingenious interpretation of the 
motto was that it consisted of the initial let- 
ters of the words Fortitudo ejus Rhodum 
tenuit’’ (by his valor he conquered’ Rhodes), 
supposed to have been applied to Duke 
Amadeus the Great of Savoy, who con- 
quered the island of Rhodes from the Turks. 

The order ‘was originally instituted to 
the honor of God and of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. and also to the honor of all the 
heavenly choirs,” the knights being called 
upon to swear to defend, and maintain, and 
restore the states and liberties of our holy 
mother, the church.” Although other pro- 
visions of this vow were modified by King 
Charles Albert of Sardinia in 1840, yet to 
this day the oath which the knights are 
forced to take upon their appointment to the 
order pledges them in the most solemn man- 
ner to “ defendre, maintenfr et retablir la 
dignite de notre mere la Sainte Eglise et du 
St. Siege apostolique de Rome.“ 

— 

Sir Capel Wolseley, whose marriage to 
Mise Beatrice Knollys, niece, of Lord 
Knollys, the ee private secretary, has 
just taken place in London, is the chief of the 
younger and Irish branch of the ancient 
Staffordshire house of Wolseley, and it is to 
his line that Field Marshal Lord Wolseley 
belongs. Sir Capel, who at the present mo- 
ment holds the office of British consul at 
Archangel, in Russia, is the ninth holder of 
a baronetcy conferred in 1744 upon Richard 
Wolseley, grandson of Sir Charles Wolseley 
of Staffordshire, on his inheriting the Mount 
Wolseley and other’ Carlow estates of the 
family in Ireland. 

The chief of the entire Wolseley family is 
Sir Charles Michael Wolseley of Wolseley, in 
Staffordshire, who, married to an American 
woman, the daughter of Daniel T, Murphy of 
San Francisco, can prove by authentic evi- 
dence an unbroken descent from the early 
Saxon times, and can show the inheritance 
of his present estates in the male line from a 
period long anterior to the Norman conquest 
in 1 In fact, the Staffordshire property 
of Sir Charles Wolseley is on record as hav- 
ing in olden times borne the name of Wiselel, 
and as having been conferred on a certain 
Siwardus by King Edgar for his services in 
connection with the extermination of wolves 
in England. 

It is on this account that a wolf's head fig- 
ures on the armorial bearings of the Wolse- 
leys, and that the wolf also appears in the 
family motto, which is “Homo homini 
lupus (man is a wolf to his fellow man), a 
singularly appropriate motto for a family 
which has furnished so many soldiers to the 
state as the Wolseleys. 

Sir Charles’ baronetcy is one of the oldest 
in existence, having been created in Novem- 
ber, 1628, in favor of Sir Robert Wolseley, 
who was able to show at the time a descent 
on his mother’s side from Lionel, duke of 
Clarence, second son of King Edward III. 
Sir Charles is a Roman Catholic, was born 
in Paris, was educated at the Roman Cath- 
olic College of Oscott, and afterwards went 
to Oxford, whence he entered the army, dis- 
tinguishing himself in the Afghan war of 
1879. 

: — 

Neither Sir Charles nor yet his cousin, the 
Irish baronet, Sir Capel, is in the line of suc- 
cession to the viscounty of Field Marshal 
Lord Wolseley, and to his barony. Both of 
these honors will at his death pass to his 
daughter, the Hon. Frances Wolseley, who 
will then become a peeress in her own right. 
She is now 85 years old, learned, devoted to 
all sorts of artistic hobbies, and seems des- 
tined to remüin an old maid, in which event 
her father’s honors would become. extinct, 
as no provision is made in the patent for their 
descent to Lord Wolseley's younger brother, 
Gen. Sir George Wolseley.

The Boeck brothers were introduced to the 
viceroy by the taotai, and represented, it is

senators, and members of congress, and they 
were quite certain of their ability to induce 
President McKinley to take action which 
would result in a division of the powers, with 
consequé¢nt benefit to China. This proposi- 
tion appealed strongly to the viceroy. He 
saw that if the powers could be made to 
squabble among themselves, not only would 
the territorial integrity of China be insured 
but demands for reparation for outrages per- 
petrated during the boxer revolt would be 
presented separately, and one power could be 
played off against another, so that none of 
them would receive satisfaction. 

— f 
Set Wheels in Motion. 


The Boecks further represented to the 
viceroy that they had already set the wheels 
in motion which had brought results. They 
displayed a dispatch they had received an- 
r.ouncing the departure for the far east of the 
battleships Iowa and Kearsarge and a squad- 
ron of cruisers. These ships were en route to 
Chinese waters for the purpose of backing 
up the American policy, which contemplated 
the preservation of China’se integrity. They | 
believed they would be able to have additional 
men of war ordered to the extreme orient. 


With the United States apparently prepared 


to fight for the maintenance of principles it 
had enunciated, other powers would he dis- 
inclined to do anything in the way of eccupy- " 
ing territory permanently. This, it was be- 
lieved, would be the least advantage of a naval 
demonstration by the American government. 
There was no suggestion of monéy 


selfish proposal, originating from a friendly 
desire to ald his desperately driven govern- 
ment, Earl LI made out a commission in the 
name of Boeck, authorizing him to come to 
the United States and assist in the develop- 
ment of gentiment friendly to China. 

— 


Effort to Realize Fails. 

It was not long before the Boecks deemed it 
advisable to realize on their project. The 
next chapter of the story in circulation here 
describes the Boecks as calling upon the 
viceroy and telling him that in the interest 
of China they had spent already a considera- 
ble sum of money; thata trip to America and 
thelr expenses in reaching high officials 
would exhaust their resources, and that if 
the mission was to be successful they would 
need the small sum of $30,000. The viceroy 
Mstened to this second communication with 
narrowing eyes, and then bluntly dismissed 
his callers’ with the answer that he would 
not advance them a copper in cash. 

This ended the negotiations, for the 
Boecks made no effort to come to the United 
States for the purpose of securing any 
action in behalf of China. Of course, no at- 
tention would have been paid to their rep- 
resentations if they had come, for the policy 
of the Unitéd States had been definitely fixed 
in a note which John Hay, then secretary of 
state, had transmitted to the powers under 
date of July 3, 1900. 

— 
Guaranteed Empire's Entity. 


That policy committed the United States to 
seek a solution which would bring about 
permanent safety and peace to China, pre- 
serve Chinese territorial and administrative 
entity, protect all rights guaranteed to 
friendly powers by treaty and international 
law, and safeguard for the world the prin- 
ciple of equal and impartial trade with all 
parts of the Chinese empire. 

In spite of Viceroy Li's efforts, no division 
occurred among the powers and the demands 
which were presented to the Chinese govern- 
ment as conditions of peace were presented 
jointly. But the plan of the Boecks is in- 
teresting, as showing the connections they 
had in China and the cleverness with which 


they were prepared to turn everything which 


developed to their own advantage. 


NOVEL USES POR PEAT. 
[From the Sd@entific American. ] 

In Germany the consumption of peat is 
constantly Increasing. As bedding for stock 
only the second and third layers are used. 
The blocks of peat are dried by air or in a 
kiln; they are then shredded by machinery 
and sieved, after which they are compressed 
and packed in bales by means of slats of 
wood and iron wire. 

For fodder only the top layer is used. It 
consists of moss and the fibers of partially 
dried parts. The dried peat is then ground 
and sifted and mixed with molasses in the 
proportion’ of 20 to 25 of peat and 70 to 75 of 
molasses, obtained in the manufacture of 
sugar from Dheets. This product is guaran- 
teed to contain 35 to 40 per cent of sugar. 

Horses fed with this develop glossy coats, 
gain in appetite, and are free from colic. 
Neat cattle are said to become less subject 
to foot and mouth disease. The addition of 
4.4 pounds to the dally feed of milch cows 

is said to increase the daily yield of milk 
. 8 gallon.
